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« Should a Woman Preach 


or Py ophesy? Y « 


Today many are confused, wonder- 
ing, doubting and disputing because 
they accept only enough of the Bible 
to argue. Friends, to please God, we 
must accept it all, for 2 Tim. 3:16 
says, “All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness.” How 
is it going to correct us if we fail to 
believe it? Prov. 2:1-16 teaches us to 
receive His words, hide His command- 
ments with us, to cry after knowledge, 
seek it as searching for silver or hid 
treasures, “Then shalt thou under- 
stand the fear of the Lord, and find 
the knowledge of God.” Therefore, no 
other answer than God’s Word will 
do to depend on. 

In studying this subject, we find it 
needful to know the difference in 
preaching, prophesying, or minister- 
ing. Webster’s Dictionary says “to 
preach” means to deliver a sermon. 
The Bible dictionary says it means to 
publish; “to minister’ means “to serve 
as pastor or head of church govern- 
ment”; “to prophesy” means to pre- 
dict the future. A prophet is a person 
inspired and appointed by God to re- 
veal His will, to warn of approaching 
judgments, to explain scriptures, 
make known the truths of God, and 
urge mankind to obedience. The Bi- 
ble teaches that there has been wom- 

s en prophetesses ever since the world 
was replenished. The reason there are 
so many different beliefs, some one 
has gone out without the calling and 
anointing of God, which is the false 
prophets that Matt. 24:11 teaches us 
to be aware of. 

Exodus 15:20,21: “And Miriam the 
prophetess, the sister of Aaron, took 
a timbrel in her hand; and all the 
women went out after her with tim- 
brels and with dances.” Judges 4:4, 
“And Deborah, a prophetess, the wife 
of Lapidoth, she judged Israel at that 
time.” In 2 Kings 22:14-17 we find 
where the king of Judah saw where 
they had failed to keep God’s law, and 

ee sent the priest and servant to Huldah, 
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the prophetess, to inquire of the wrath 
of God; so they communed with her 
and she said unto them, “Thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will bring evil up- 
on this place, and upon the inhabi- 
tants thereof, even all the words of 
the book which the king of Judah 
hath read: Because they have for- 
saken me.” You see, God gave this 
woman a message. Why can’t He do 
the same now? Heb. 13:8 says, “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and today, 
and for ever.” Isa. 8:3 teaches that 
there was a woman prophetess. Neh. 
6:14, “Noabiah,” a prophetess. Here is 
proof of five women prophetess, so 
there is plenty of scripture to prove 
this. 

Now let’s notice this subject after 
Jesus came on the scene and see if He 
allowed the same things among wom- 
en? In Luke 8:1-3, we find where Jesus 
was going throughout every city and 
village, preaching and showing the 
glad tidings of the kingdom of God. 
The twelve were with Him, and cer- 
tain women, which had been healed 
of evil spirits and infirmities, Mary, 
called Magdalene, out of whom went 
seven devils, and Joanna the wife of 
Chuza, Herod’s steward, and Susanna, 
and many others, which ministered 
unto Him of their substance. When 
we testify, we are ministering unto 


Jesus and prophesying of what He 


will do for you, too. 

1 Cor. 14:31 says, “Ye (you and I) 
may all (men and women) prophesy, 
one by one, that all may learn, and all 
may be comforted.” So many take the 
34th verse and try to deny the others, 
but Paul did not say one thing and 
then deny it by saying another, but 


- he said rightly dividing the word of 


truth. 2 Tim. 2:15. Christ is the head 
of the Church and man the head of 
woman. Therefore, the Bible gives a 
woman the right to preach, prophesy 
or minister as long as she is under 
subjection to the church government, 
which is where the women are to keep 
silent and be under. subjection to the 
men; otherwise it would be a confu-

sion. The 33d verse of 1 Corinthians 
14 says that God is not the author of 
confusion. 


Then we find in Rom. 16:1-3 where 
Paul had women helpers in the 
church. “I commend unto you Phebe 
our sister, which is a servant of the 
church which is at Cenchrea: That ye 
receive her in the Lord, as becometh 
saints, and that ye assist her in what- 
soever business she hath need of you: 
for she hath been a succourer of 
many, and of myself, also. Greet Pris- 
cilla and Aquila my helpers in Christ 
Jesus.” 


Friends, we are not doing ourselves 
nor God justice when we fail to help 
the women that are laboring for Jesus 
Christ; also it is a dangerous thing, 
for it is forbidden in Psa. 105:15, 
“Touch not mine anointed, and do 
my prophets no harm.” Luke 2:36: 
“And there was one Anna, a proph- 
etess, the daughter of Phanuel, of 
the tribe of Aser: she was of a great 
age, and had lived with an husband 
seven years from her virginity.” Acts 
21:8-10. Philip, the great evangelist, 
had four daughters, virgins, which did 
prophesy. Then most of all, it was 
prophesied through God’s prophet, in 
Joel 2:28,29 and Acts 2:17,18: “And 
it shall come to pass in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out of my Spirit 
upon all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions:, and your 
old men shall dream dreams: And on 
my servants and on my handmaidens 
I will pour out in those days my Spir- 
it; and they shall prophesy.” Friends, 
this is God’s Word. May He give us 
understanding hearts to accept His 
Word.

(Delivered at the 41st General Assembly of the Church of God) 


Christ gave Himself for the Church; 
that He might sanctify and cleanse it 
with the washing of the water by the 
Word, that He might present it to 
Himself a glorious church, not hav- 
ing spot, nor wrinkle, nor any such 
thing; but that it should be holy and 
without blemish. 

The Lord is coming back to earth 
after a church having neither spot 
nor wrinkle, nor any such thing. This 
the apostles well knew and worked to 
build and perfect such a church, that 
it might be acceptable to Him at His 
coming. 

The apostles were the first preach- 
ers in the Church. The seventy were 
allied with them, and after the day of 
Pentecost, many others joined them 
in their work to build and perfect the 
Church. 

In the beginning, the Church was 
evangelistic. The task of its ministers 
was to preach the gospel to every 
creature, and when the great cam- 
paign got under way, it was said, 
“Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went everywhere preaching 
the word. Then Philip went down to 
the city of Samaria, and preached 
Christ unto them. And the people 
with one accord gave heed unto those 
things which Philip spake, hearing 
and seeing the miracles which he did. 
For unclean spirits, crying with a loud 
voice, came out of many that were 
possessed with them: and many tak- 
en with palsies, and that were lame, 
were healed. And there was great joy 
in that city.” The quotation describes 
the work of Philip, which we should 
accept as an.example of gospel- 
preaching. 

As long as the ministers remained 
evangelistic, their work was high- 
lighted by divine healing and other 
miracles, signs and wonders, and great 
multitudes were brought to Christ. 

After many years, however, the 
Church became strong and wealthy, 
and it drifted into politics that finally 
resulted in a union of church and 
state. They ceased to preach the full 
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gospel—repentance, sanctification, the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, signs 
and gifts. Thus, backslidden, compro- 
mised, and powerless, they groped in 
darkness for hundreds of years, dur- 
ing which period the world was filled 
with Roman Catholicism. 

In the winter of 1512-13, those who 
sat in darkness saw the light again. 
At this time, Martin Luther, a monk 
in the Catholic Church in Germany, 
was wrought upon by the Spirit and 
began to preach repentance and just- 
ification by faith. Luther led a great 
reformation. Men’s souls were set 
aflame with the evangelistic fire, 
and God blessed in a mighty way. The 
revival fire spread throughout Ger- 
many under the leadership of this 
great man of God. Then, during the 
seventeenth century, the Wesleys, with 
their deep vision of spiritual things, 
came out preaching sanctification, 
which added to the flame of evange- 
lism and made a great contribution 
to the mighty Reformation. Other 
spiritual leaders and_ evangelistic 
preachers rose up in the various parts 
of the world, preaching repentance 
and justification by faith, and some 
of them sanctification and a holy life. 

During the reformation, Evangel- 
ical church organizations began to 
appear. At first, they were highly 
evangelistic and met a great deal of 
opposition. They had very little money, 
but most of their ministers preached 
the gospel without fear or favor of 
men. Their one objective was to give 
the world the gospel and see men 
saved from their sins. 

These churches were not founded 
selfishly by men seeking honor and 
recognition, but rather by ministers 
who were wrought upon by the Spirit 
of God. Their efforts were evange- 
listic, and as long as they remained 
so, the Lord blessed their labor and 
gave them thousands and tens of 
thousands of souls. The present great 
church organizations were, at one time, 
small evangelistic groups, fighting for 
existence. Their leaders suffered a 


great deal for the cause that lay so 
near their hearts. 

As you study the history of churches, 
you will find that they were first evan- 
gelistic, and as they grew in member- 
ship, prominence, and wealth, their 
ministers clamored for position and 
honor. Fine church buildings and par- 
sonages were erected, and the 
churches gradually drifted away from 
God, locking arms with society and 
flirting with the world until they lost 
their evangelistic zeal and passion for 
lost souls. Then came the setting up 
of educational standards for ministe- 
rial qualifications. Highly polished, 
intellectual men began to think in 
terms of what the Church owed them 
rather than their own possibilities to 
God and the Church. High salaries 
were demanded and paid. Ministers did 
not sacrifice or suffer any more, and 
as one generation of ministers passed, 
a more modernistic one took its place. 
Today, the skeletons of some of those 
great religious organizations stand 
like old factories with no power to pull 
the machinery and they have become 
political and social. The preachers 
say little about the cross, the blood, 
sanctification, baptism with the Spir- 
it, the coming of Christ, and other 
essential subjects. The hearts of men 
are untouched by their sermons. The 
altars have been moved away and the 
churches are engrossed in sin. Any- 
body can be a member, especially 
those who put their money into the 
church treasury. 

Since the day of the first Reforma- 
tion by Luther, God has always had 
a few spiritual-minded men, and while 
the rank and file of various organi- 
zations drifted into worldiness and sin 
as the ministry became modernistic, 
there were a few men who searched 
for the old paths and tried to walk 
therein. With the turn from the 
eighteenth to the nineteenth century, 
a new light sprang up as a result of a 
few men in the widely separated por- 
tions of the earth who began to search 
the Bible and seek God for a deeper 
Christian experience. They were a- 
wakened to the realization that the 
Church was not enjoying the same 
experience the early Christians had. 
Some of these honest and humble men 
were so stirred that they were able to 
awaken their congregations. As they 
prayed, God poured out His Spirit 
upon individuals and isolated groups 
in Kansas, Texas, Missouri, California, 
Tennessee, and North Carolina. Many

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The scripture I wish to direct your 
particular attention to is a portion of 
the 38th verse: “in the days that were 
BEFORE the flood,” when God saw 
that the wickedness of man Was great 
in the earth, and that every imagina- 
tion of the thoughts of his heart was 
only evil continually.” If we find out 
what happened during those days and 
years of great evil, we can know be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt whether 
or not we are living at the time of the 
Lord’s coming. Go back and get a pic- 
ture of that time and compare it with 
what is going on in the world now, 
and who would want to stay here any 
longer? I wouldn’t care if Jesus were 
to come right now, for there will be no 
more peace and satisfaction here till 
wickedness is wiped off the earth. 

Let us consider some of the things 
which took place before the flood. In 
Genesis 4, we find that as soon as 
Cain had begotten a son, he built a 
city—started a building program. 
What do we see today?—building, 
building and still more building. At 
the time of Lot, “they did eat, they 
drank, they bought, they sold, they 
planted, they builded.” Looking about 
us, we see the same things taking 
place now. The whole country is eat- 
ing, drinking, buying, selling, plant- 
ing, and building, as if people expect- 
ed to stay here always. Cities are 
springing up, overnight, and houses 
are being built everywhere. 

The next evil mentioned in that 
chapter is poligamy. “Lamech took 
unto him two wives.” Just think of the 
evil which began in that simple state- 
ment, to end up in the wholesale di- 
vorces of today! God’s program was 
that each man should have just one 
wife. Lamech set the plural marrying 
pace, and we read that soon afterward 
“they were marrying and giving in 
marriage,” meaning, doubtless, that 
they were marrying, divorcing, re- 
marrying, common-law marrying and 
ofttimes, not marrying at all. Destroy 
the home, and all is lost. Look at the 
situation today. One out of every 
three marriages end in the divorce 
courts. It makes me tremble for the 
future of our homes and nation. No 
wonder we have juvenile delinquency! 
No wonder the morals of our young 
boys and girls are fast hitting the 
rocks. The Pentecostal churches must 
take a stand against it. Teach it and 
preach it!—in the home, in the Sun- 
day School and in the church—that 
marriage is sacred. Divorce is the or- 
der of the day among the movie stars.

And it is they who are the principal 
moulders of character in most of the 
families of our country. Most parents 
seem to be more concerned in seeing 
that their children learn the vices 
portrayed on the screen than the 
moral and religious precepts taught in 
the Sunday Schools and churches. 
Shame on the parents who call them- 
selves Pentecostal and give their chil- 
dren money to attend such dives of 
iniquity! 

“In the days before the flood” was 
also a time when there was a gréat 
agricultural program on hand. Jabal, 
Lamech’s eldest son, “was the father 
of all such as dwell in tents and have 
cattle.” They were stock raisers and 
agriculturists, supplying the evil civ- 
lization then in progress of develop- 
ment. In these latter times, agriculture 
has developed to such a degree of 
magnitude that great iron horses are 
plowing, sowing and reaping the crops, 
while airplanes sail overhead to spray 
the boll weevil and other destructive 
farm pests. And the livestock industry 
is developing by leaps and bounds, as 
it did in the days that were before the 
flood. 

There were great musicians in that 
day. Jubal, also a son of Lamech, “was 
the father of all such as handle the 
harp and organ.” Today, nothing is 
more the go than music. We all love 


-music. And it is not all church music 


either. Everything is done to music. 
Radios, juke boxes, and orchestras are 


to be heard on all sides, blaring forth 
their screeching strains to charm and 
attract the eaters, the drinkers, and 
the buyers of all descriptions. Radio 
advertising and selling goes with 
nearly every broadcast, with music as 
the attracting accompaniment, to sell 
soap, flour, pills, automobiles, and 
what have you. Music has an all-im- 
portant place in the church, for noth- 
ing is more essential to this sinful age 
than the salvation of the souls of men 
and women. Music originated in heav- 
en, and will be there in great abun- 
dance in all eternity. But the devil is 
having the lion’s share of it here on 
this old sin-cursed earth, where his 
followers have gone music crazy. He 
brought his type of music to the earth 
to beguile mankind into all kjnds of 
sin and debauchery, but he’ll never be 
able to carry it down with him to the 
dismal regions of hell. So all of you 
music lovers take warning, for if you 
miss heaven all your music will be 
turned into the weird groaning of 
the damned. 

Another of Lamech’s sons, Tubal- 
cain, “was an instructor in every arti- 
ficer in brass‘ and iron.” Our present 
generation is so pre-eminently the age 
of iron that it has a number of publi- 
cations devoted to metal, one of which 
has the significant name of Jron Age. 
What a different world this would be 
without the millions of ocean liners, 
battleships, transports and smaller 
vessels that plough the mighty deep! 
And tame indeed would be the world 
without the great locomotives pulling 
the myriads of steel coaches and 
freight cars to carry on the immense 
transportation system of the world. 
Nor could this age of murderous war- 
fare exist were it not for the metallic 
armaments which go to make up its 
various means of destruction. 

Lamech killed a man—two of them, 
thus doubling the crime of Cain, and 
came home to his two wives boasting 
about it. What are people doing to- 
day? Killing just for the thrill of it, 
just to get their name and picture in 
the paper. “Evil men and seducers 
waxing worse and worse, deceiving 
and being deceived.” These Bible signs 
are here, and will increase till Jesus 
comes. Thank God, I’m going to a 
country where such things do not 
come—where Jesus is in charge. These 
signs remind us that in just a little 
while the battle will be over and the 
victory won. 

Let God have His way in your life,

FIRST YOUTH RALLY IN 
GUATEMALA 

I thought I would write tonight, 
since I have this night off for a 
change, and tell you about our youth 
rally. As you know, it was the first one 
to be held here and, for that and 
other reasons, I certainly was grateful 
that it was a success. In the first 
place, I was delighted to see how 
smootHly our committees worked. We 
had a committee to take care of the 
meals, a program committee, and a 
reception committee. This was all new 
to our young people here, but they 
certainly worked hard, gave me excel- 
lent cooperation, and all who came 
went away remarking about the effi- 
ciency and the excellent spirit in the 
rally. I was proud of them all. I am 
thoroughly convinced that our young 
people here in Guatemala can go 
places in the future. 

The church was packed, the win- 
dows were full, the door was jammed 
and the street was literally black with 
people. The young people had com- 
plete charge of the services, although 
Daddy and some of our older workers 
were always on hand to give us advice 
and help. We appreciated their help 
and cooperation. Many times I wished 
I could have captured a lot of my 
friends in the States and brought 
them down, because God was with us, 
too. 

First of all, we began our rally with 
a happy welcome service Sunday 
night. I watched these young people 
tramping in footsore and weary after 
hiking all day or for days to get there. 
One boy testified that his feet were 
blistered, he was very tired, and 
thought that he would never reach 
Quiche, but in the meeting the Lord 
blessed him and he forgot all about 
his fatigue. 

Our morning prayer meeting was 
scheduled to begin at 6 A.M., but at 
5:30 they were waiting for the church 
doors to open. Each morning we had 
devotional services, and how God 
blessed us in them! I am sure that I 
shall not forget that crowd of con- 
secrated, happy young people singing 
“When He Calls Me, I Will Answer” 
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and “I Left My Load at Calvary.” 
It just seemed they never wanted to 
stop singing one chorus after another. 
I wish I could remember some of the 
testimonies, but there were so many 
of them, and I did not have a short- 
hand tablet or a pencil with me in any 
of the services. 


In the afternoons, we had classes 
for all those who were interested. 
There were at least 100 who took the 
classes. I enjoyed teaching them, and 
they enjoyed learning. In fact, it did 
my heart good to see them between 
services with their pencils, papers, 
and Bibles discussing what they had 





learned. Despite the fact that I believe 
Personal Evangelism was harder, they 
voted it the favorite class and imme- 
diately began to put their learning 
into effect.

Bible Training School and College 
opened its 28th year of school Sep- 
tember 3, 1946. It was indeed gratify- 
ing to see the eager new faces, among 
those of former years, gathered 
for one of the best school years 
B.T.S. has ever had. Writing from the 
viewpoint of a faculty member, I can 
truthfully say we have never had a 
finer or more sincere and earnest 
student body. All show a fine spirit of 
cooperation and a willingness to com- 
ply with the rules. 

The first week of school was given 
over to entrance examinations and 
registration. On Thursday evening of 
that week, we had a general reception 
for the student body. At that recep- 
tion it was found that there were 
thirty-five states and five foreign 
countries represented in our student 
body. The states represented are Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Oklahoma, Arkan- 
sas, Washington, Virginia, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Nebraska, Georgia, 
Florida, Maine, Louisiana, Indiana, 
Mississippi, West Virginia, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
California, Colorado, Montana, Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Iowa, Arizona, Maryland, 
Tllinois, Texas, New Mexico, Kansas, 
New York, and Washington, D. C. The 
foreimn countries represented are: 
Mexico, Cuba, Puerto Rico, Guatemala, 
Canada. Tennessee leads in numbers, 
with ninety-three students enrolled. 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, and North 
Carolina are also well represented.

Che Bible Standard

Truly this is a time that there ought 
to be a Bible standard, and there is 
a Bible standard, if we will only accept 
it at its face value. This standard was 
given by the Holy Ghost through the 
apostle Peter on the Day of Pentecost, 
Acts 2:38, 39, 41. 

“Repent, and be baptized everyone 
of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. For 
the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, 
even aS many as the Lord our God 
shall call. Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were baptized: and the 
same day there were added unto them 
about three thousand souls.” 

This is the Bible Standard, as given 
by the mouth of Peter on the Day of 
Pentecost, and wherever this standard 
is met, God will honor his Word. Peter, 
in the house of Cornelius, saw a dem- 
onstration of God’s power, and com- 
manded them to be baptized in the 
name of the Lord. Acts 10:44, 45. 

Paul at Ephesus, Acts 19:1-7, asked 
the converts of Apollos if they had re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. They had not 
heard of the Holy Ghost. He asked 
how they had been baptized, and they 
replied, “Unto John’s baptism.” When 
they heard the explanation Paul gave 
them, they were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus. Then Paul laid his 
hands upon them, and the Holy Ghost 
came upon them and they spake with 
tongues and prophesied. Why can’t we 
have the same results today? 

“For ye are all children of God by 
faith in Christ Jesus. For as many of 
you as have been baptized unto Christ 
have put on Christ,” Gal. 3:26, 27. 

“Know ye not, that so many of us 
as were baptized into Christ were bap- 
tized into his death?” Romans 6:3. 

Now the results should follow if we 
have been baptized in the name of 
Jesus Christ, for the command of the 
Holy Spirit is to repent and be bap- 
tized in the name of Jesus Christ. 

The nine gifts are still in the church 
today, and are just as needful as ever. 


They will remain with the “true 
church” until Jesus comes. I have just 
completed a tour of more than five 
thousand miles, and witnessed many 
sad conditions, but where the Bible 
standard is met, God will honor His 
Word as He did on the Day of Pente- 
cost. 

“How can they hear without a 
preacher, and how can they preach 


except they be sent?” Romans 10: 
13-15. 
“Go ye into all the world, and 


preach the gospel to every creature. 
He that believeth and is baptized 
shall be saved; but he that believeth 
not shall be damned. And these signs 
shall follow them that believe; In my 
name shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; they 
shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover,” Mark 
16:15-18. 

Rom. 11:29, “For the gifts and 
calling of God is without repentance.” 
So these gifts and callings of God 
are to remain in and with the church, 
and if the Bible standard is met, we 
will know then the blessings of God. 

“And no man taketh this honor un- 
to himself, but he that is called of 
God; as was Aaron,” Heb. 5:4. 

“And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers,” Eph. 
4:11. 

“And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, second 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues.” 
Then, can anyone show scriptural 
proof for the recall of these gifts? No. 
God must call and send the messen- 
ger; the Holy Ghost must teach, lead, 
and guide him to walk in the light. 
No man can take this honor upon 
himself. 

I am sorry to say that I have met

them, but they have a form of godli- 
ness and deny the power thereof. We 
are advised in 2 Tim. 3:5 to turn away 

from such. 

“If any man will do his will, he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it be 
of God, or whether I speak of myself,” 
John 7:17. So may we, God’s messen- 
gers. 

If any poor, deluded soul wishes to 
find the truth, he may read God’s 
Word and find instruction. The Holy 
Ghost will teach and lead you to the 
truth. It is the mission of the Holy 
Spirit to reveal truth to us, and glorify 
Jesus Christ. Read John 16:12-15. If 
you are in darkness, or at your wits 
end, repent and be baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remis- 
sion of sins, and you shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost.

were filled with the Holy Ghost and 
spoke with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. 

Before the great outpouring in Los 
Angeles in 1906, it has been estimated 
that one thousand had already re- 
ceived the baptism of the Spirit and 
spoke in other tongues as the Spirit 
gave utterance, and there were about 
sixty preachers and workers in the 
State of Texas alone. 
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The great outpouring in Los Angeles 
is described in the book, “With Signs 
Following,” by Stanley H. Frodsham. 
“A witness wrote of those days in this 
manner: The news spread far and 
wide that Los Angeles was being vis- 
ited with a ‘rushing, mighty wind 
from heaven.’ The how and why of 
it is to be found in the very opposite 
of those conditions that are usually 
thought necessary for a big revival. 
No instruments of music were used— 
none were needed. They had no choir. 
No collections were taken. No bills 
were posted to advertise the meetings. 
No church organization was back of it. 
All who were in touch with God real- 
ized as soon as they entered the meet- 
ing that the Holy Ghost was the lead- 
er. Travelers from afar wended their 
way to the headquarters at Azusa 
Street. There they found a two-story 
whitewashed building. You would 
have hardly expected heavenly visi- 
tations there unless you remembered 
the stable in Bethlehem. But there 
they found a mighty Pentecostal re- 
vival going from ten o’clock in the 
morning until about 12:00 midnight. 

“As soon at it was announced that 
the altar was open for seekers for par- 
don, sanctification, the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost, and healing for the 
body, people rose and flocked into 
the altar. There was no urging. Com- 
ing to the altar, many fell prostrate 
under the power of God, often com- 
ing out speaking in tongues.” 

A brother fittingly described it this 
way: “Upstairs, there is a long room 
furnished with chairs and three Cal- 
ifornia redwood planks laid end to 
end on backless chairs. This is the 





Pentecostal upper room where sanc- 
tified people seek the Pentecostal ful- 
ness and go out speaking in tongues!” 

Writing what they believed, they 
said: “We stand for the Bible truth 
without compromise. We _ recognize 
every man that honors the blood of 
Jesus Christ to be our brother, regard- 
less of denomination.” 

“In that old building, with its low 
rafters and bare floor, God took 
strong men and women to pieces, and 
put them together again for His glory. 
It was a tremendous overhauling pro- 
cess. Pride, self-assertion, self-impor- 
tance, and self-esteem could not sur- 
vive there.” 

This ushered in a new era for the 
Christian Church; it was a duplication 
of the day of Pentecost, the first 
showers of the latter rain. Men and 
women fell prostrate under the power 
of God and were filled with the Holy 
Ghost and spoke in other tongues. 
Many of these people were called to 
preach and went into the many states 
and some into foreign countries, thus 
the revival spread over the world. 

Pentecostal congregations were soon 
found in every state of the United 
States. It is so unfortunate that there 
was not a leader to organize these 
groups into one great body. Local 
leaders, however, in various localities 
saw the need of government and some 
of these groups were organized into 
churches such as the Assemblies of 
God, the Pentecostal Holiness Church, 
the Church of God, the Four Square 
Gospel Church, the Church of God in 
Christ, and several other organizations. 
There were some differences in minor 
doctrines, but they held one thing in
